Feeling Homesiefe? 

Feeling homesick is a natural feeling. Adjusting to a new 

campus, roommate, expectations, courses, and routine 

takes a fair amount of time and patience. By nature, we 

tend to resist change and struggle to hold on to familiar 

surroundings like the comforts of home, family, and 

friends. If you're struggling to beat the blues, here are 

eleven homesickness helpers to pick you up. 

1. Admit that you have it. Much of what 
you know and can rely on is back at home 
and homesickness is a natural response to 
this sense of loss. 
i 2. Talk about it with family or friends 
who have also gone away from home. In 
this way you can recognize that this is a common occur- 
rence which will help normalize the experience. 

3. Bring familiar items from home to your new loca- 
tion. Photos, plants, even stuffed animals help to give one 
a sense of continuity and ease the shock of a new environ- 
ment. 

4. Familiarize yourself with your new surroundings. 
Walk around. You will feel more in control if you know 
where buildings, classes, and services are. 

5. Invite people along to explore. Making friends is a 
big step to alleviating homesickness. 

6. Seek new opportunities. As scary as it is to see all 
those people, all those classes, all those activities, all those 
choices, they will provide opportunities to meet people 
who like what you like. 

7. Plan a date to go home and make arrangements. 
This often helps curtail impulsive returns and keeps you 
focused on your goals in staying. 

8. Examine your expectations. We'd all like to be 
popular, well-dressed, well-organized and well-adjusted, 
which we are not much of the time! Setting a goal of per- 
fection is the most predictable way of creating trouble for 
yourself. Laugh at your mistakes. We are always learning!! 

9. Do something. Don't wait for it to go away by itself. 
Buried problems often emerge later disguised as head- 
aches, fatigue, illness, or lack of motivation. 

Talk to a counselor. Speaking to someone is sometimes 
helpful and can be a great place to vent and problem solve.

Abuse - Vour abusive partner lashes out with aggressive, be- 
littling, or violent behavior. The abuse is a power play de- 
signed to show you "who is boss." 

Guilt - After abusing you, your partner feels guilt, but not 
over what was done. Vour partner is more worried about the 
possibility of being caught and facing consequences for the 
abusive behavior. 

Excuses - Vour abuser rationalizes what he/she has done. The 
person may come up with a string of excuses or blame you for 
the abusive behavior— anything to avoid taking responsibility. 

"Normal" behavior — The abuser does everything he/she 
can to regain control and beep the victim in the relationship. 
The abuser may act as if nothing has happened, or may turn 
on the charm. This peaceful honeymoon phase may give the 
victim hope that the abuser has really changed this time. 

Fantasy and planning - Vour abuser begins to fantasize 
about abusing you again, including spending a lot of time 
thinking about what you've done wrong and how you'll be 
made to pay. Then your abuser makes a plan for turning the 
fantasy of abuse into reality. 

lot-up - Vour abuser sets you up and puts the plan in mo- 
tion, creating a situation where he/she can justify abusing you. 

Vour abuser's apologies and loving gestures in between the 
episodes of abuse can make it difficult to leave. Vour abuser 
may make you believe that you are the only person who can 

help, that things will be different this time, and that he/she 
truly loves you. However, the dangers of staying are very real. 



Bolng Aware off Intimate Partner Violence 

Intimate partner violence (IPV) happens between two people 
in a close relationship. IPV can occur in one single episode of 
violence to ongoing battering. Many victims suffer physical 
injuries but not all injuries are physical. IPV often starts with 
emotional abuse and victims often experience low self esteem 
as a result. They may have a hard time trusting others and 
being in relationships. 

Warning Signs; 

-Extreme jealousy or insecurity exhibited by partner 

-Constant put-downs 

-Possessiveness or acting like they own you and telling you 
what to do 

-Being checked up on, constantly called, or secretly watched 
by partner 

-Explosive temper 

-Making false accusations 

-Isolating you from friends and family 

-Fearing your partner 

-Having dramatic arguments, breakups, and reconciliations

Tips of the Month: 



How to make New Year's resolutions that work! 



It's that time of year again when people resolve to do something better or different next year. It's also the 
time of the year many people make resolutions that are bound to fail. But they don't have to. Making real- 
istic, simple resolutions by following six simple steps can lead to a greater chance of success in the upcom- 
ing year. For the month of January, you'll get two new tips a week to create New Year's resolutions that 
will work! 

1. Be realistic in your goals. Choose one goal, then break it down into smaller, more manageable bits. 
For example, if you want to save $1,000, think about it in terms of saving $20 per paycheck. That makes 
your goal less intimidating. Every time you save some money, praise yourself. Rewarding yourself for 
every positive step will help you have the confidence you need to hang in there. 

2. Start with a plan and stick to it. Studies show that people who make impulsive resolutions are less 
likely to stick to them. Think about what is most important to you and create strategies to deal with the 
problems and setbacks that will come up as you move towards your goal. Tracking your progress will help 
as well; the more you monitor and praise yourself, the more likely you are to succeed. 

3. Team up with a friend or loved one. Make a list of your goals and share them with a friend or loved 
one. You are now accountable to two people: yourself and the other person. You will also get a sense of 
satisfaction from helping your friend accomplish his or her goals, too. Such an informal pact can help hold 
your feet to the fire when you feel discouraged or want to give up — they can offer you some encourage- 
ment and support (and you can do likewise). 

4. Look at the bright side and allow yourself mistakes. Focusing on the positive side of things will 
give you more energy and enthusiasm to pursue your goals. People who believe that they can succeed are 
more likely to do so. For example, praise yourself for losing five pounds, but don't punish yourself for gain- 
ing one back. You will reach your goal more easily if you accentuate the positive. Don't beat yourself up if 
you don't accomplish the small goals you set for yourself, or if one day you "fall off the wagon" or mess 
up. Remind yourself that every day is a new day and an opportunity to try again. 

5. Think of resolutions as opportunities to try new things. Resolutions are a time of the year not 
only to try and "fix" the problems in your life, but also to try out a new way of being, a new activity or 
hobby, or a new attitude. Resolutions should not seem like punishments; if you try to make them fun, you 
will be more likely to stick with them. If your goal is to be healthier, try going for a 10-minute walk before 
work and enjoying your neighborhood. Think of January first as a chance to adopt a healthier lifestyle, not 
as the start of a period of denial.

Understanding sleep is very important because we spend at least a quarter of our life asleep! Sleeping well is essential 
for health and stress management. Sleep helps boost your immune system, improves your memory to better facili- 
tate learning and improves your mood so you feel less anxious and/or irritable. The following is a list of Do's and 
Don'ts to help improve your sleep quality: 

Do: Don't: 



Go to bed when you are tired and not before. 

Try to get up from bed at the same time each day. 

Get regular exercise each day, preferably in the morning. 

Get regular exposure to outdoor or bright lights, especially in the 
late afternoon. 

Keep the bedroom temperature comfortable and dark and quiet to 
facilitate sleeping. 

Use your bed primarily for sleep only. 

Use a relaxation exercise just before going to sleep like muscle re- 
laxation, visual imagery, massage, warm bath, etc.

How do you feel about your body? How do you see yourself when you look in the mirror? If you responded negatively to either of these 
questions, you are not alone.

Learn to appreciate the way your favorite 
clothes feel and look on you. 

Find a method of exercise that you enjoy and do it regularly. Learn to see exercise as a great way to improve your health and 
strength instead of a way to "control" or "fight" your body.

Alone time 10 minutes a day of quiet reflection or meditation can significantly help you con- 
trol your stress, decrease anxiety, improve cardiovascular health, a/7c/achieve a greater capaci- 
ty for relaxation. The easiest way to mediate is when you wake up, get out of bed, stretch a 
little, and sit somewhere comfortable in a cross-legged or lotus position, and gently place your 
hands in your lap, one on top of the other, with thumbs touching. Focus on your breathing and 
don't worry if your mind wanders, that's natural! Try thinking one positive thought, like "/can 
conquer this day" or "/ know I am capable of anything. " 

Using some of these tips will hopefully help ease the sting of stress during the final haul of ^ fc ^ 

classes, and when all else fails, just remember to breathe and reboot! Also, stop by Easter 
Eggstravaganza on the Doheny Campus, April 26, 11:30-2:30pm to participate in stress- 
relieving activities like making arts/crafts and petting precious animals!
